Consulting the Great Turtle 
C 
L A IR V O Y A N T S , mediums, fortune 
tellers and other fakers 
played 
upon the credulity of the Indians In 
the early days of America much as 
they do today apon tlie more credu­ 
lous 
whit*-*. 
Their physicians and 
surgeon a, too. were apt to give their 
medicines and perform their opera­ 
tions to the beating of rattles and 
tomtoms. 
Sometimes they surround­ 
ed themsehes with nun h mysticism. 
Alexander Henry, who was a cap­ 
tive of the Chippewas in 1763 and 
17t>4. at that time a cannibal tribe, 
and who hovered on the brim of the 
broth pot for a year, in Ids memoirs 
relates how lie witnessed an Indian 
medium’s consultation of the Great 
Turtle. 
Fourier* had arrived at Sault Ste. 
M arie with word that the war between 
the English and 
Indians was over; 
that 
the English had come with a 
mighty army and 
that 
tlie 
Indians 
must make peace at once or be de­ 
stroyed. 
The Indians could not wholly 
trust the couriers. 
So they decided 
to invoke the Great Turtle to learn 
the real facts. 
The Great Turtle, they said, knew 
all and never told them lies, 
in prep 
a rat ion 
for 
the Invocation 
a 
large 
house was huilt. 
Inside this a teepee 
about ten feet high and four feet in 


d ia m e te r was built. 
Ii had a wooden 
framework 
and 
was 
covered 
with , 
skins. 
The entire village sat down 
mround this teepee to 
witness 
the 
events. 
Finally the priest or medicine man 
appeared. 
He 
stripped 
practically 
nuked 
and 
crawled

Henry describes the action that re ( 
suited as follows; 
His head was scarcely within side 
when the edifice. mas*y a* it \ as, be­ 
gun to shake; numerous voices were 
heard, some yelling, some harking as

known to any of the audience, 
"A fter some time these confused 
ami frightful noises were succeeded 
by a perfect silence; and now a voice, 
not heard before, seemed to manifest 
ttie arrival of a new character in the 
ti nt. 
This was a low and feeble voice, 
tc-euibling the cry of a young puppy 
"T h e 
sound

ing tlmt this was the Fhief Spirit, the 
Turtle, 
the spirit 
that 
never 
lied! 
uthcr voices which they had discriml 
nated from time to time, they had 
previously hissed, as recognizing them 
to 
belong to evil and lying spirits, 
which deceive mankind. 
“ New sounds catne from the tent. 
I Hiring the space of half an hour a 
succession of songs 
were heard in 
which a diversity of voices met the 
ear. 
From his first entrance, till these 
songs were finished, we heard nothing 
of the proper voice of the priest; but 
now lie addressed the multitude, de 
• luring 
the 
presence of 
the 
Great 
Turtle and the spirit's readiness to 
answer such questions as should be 
proposed. 
“ The questions came from the chief 
of the village, who was silent till after 
he had put a large quantity of tobac­ 
co into the tent, introducing it at the 
aperture. 
This 
was 
a 
sacrifice 
offered to the s p irit; for spirits are 
supposed by the Indians to be as fond 
of tobacco as themselves. 
“ The tobacco accepted, he desired 
the priest to Inquire whether or not 
the English were preparing to make 
war upon the Indians; and whether 
there were or not at Fort Niagara a 
large number of English troops.

Questioned as to what would happen 
if the Indians made the journey to 
the English port, the Turtle said: 
“ Sir W illiam Johnson will till your 
canoes with presents, with blankets 
kettles, guns, gunpowder and shot, and 
large barrels of rum, such 
as the

Hamilton, a lawyer of

If the Missouri road policy be picked 
to pieces, it will be learned that all 
construction and maintainance costs, 
including even the recently 
passed 
highway patrol bill, 
is 
paid out of 
revenues gained from gas sales.

purchase gasoline in Missouri at the

Louis and Kansas City, they do pay 
their proportional part of the upkeep 
charges on “State maintained” rout­ 
es.

INDEPENDENCE HALL 
HAS DRAMATIC HISTORY 


Independence Hall, which will 
be 
the scene of impressive ceremonies 
during the George Washington Bi­ 
centennial Celebrations in 1632, 
is, 
aside from its historical interest, one 
of the most outstanding architectural 
monuments in the United States. 
Independence Hall and its wings 
were designed and built by Andrew 
Hamilton, a lawyer of Philadelphia. 
After the Provincial 
Assembly 
of 
Pennsylvania had been compelled to 
"hire a house annually" in which to 
hold its meetings, the Journal records jj 
the fact that on the first of May, 1729, j 
"the House took into 
consideration 
the necessity of a house of the Assem-1 
bly for this Province to meet in, and* 
it was unanimously resolved that 2,-j 
000 pounds of the 30,000 pounds 
then to be emitted in paper currency, 
should be appropriated towards build­ 
ing such a House". 
\ 
The State House was first occupied < 
by the Legislature in October, 1736, < 
when Andrew Hamilton was elected J 
Speaker for the seventh term, and J 
Benjamin Franklin was a clerk. 
It was not until 1750, however, that ! 
the Assembly ordered a tower to be 
erected in which the famous old Lib- 
erty Bell was later placed. 
In 1769 a clock was also placed In 
the tower. 
Of the notable events that ha/e tak­ 
en place in Independence Hall, the fol­ 
lowing are of especial interest: 
On June 16, 1775, Washington ac­ 
cepted his appointment as Command- 
er-in-Chief of the Continental Army. 
On July 4, 1776, the Declaration of 
Independence was adopted. 
The convention to form a new con­ 
stitution for Pennsylvania met from 
July 15 to September 28, 1776, and 
unanimously approved the 
Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
The American officers taken by the 
British at the battles of Brandywine 
(September 11, 1777) and 
German­ 
town (October 4, 1777) were held in 
the Declaration chambers as prisoners 
of war. 
Continental Congress, which 
had 
left Philadelphia in December, 1776, 
reconvened in the east room March 
4, 1777; they left again 
September 
18, returned July 2, 1778, and contin­ 
ued to sit there until the close of the 
Revolution. 
On July 9, 1778, the Articles 
of 
Confederation and 
perpetual 
union 
between the States were signed in the 
Declaration Chamber by eight States. 
The five remaining signed later, the 
last (Maryland) on March 1, 1781.

PREDICTS LOWER HOG 
PRICES THIS FALL 


By County Agent Furry 
Hog raisers in the corn belt have 
kept 26 per cent more brood 
sows 
than they did in 1930. 
The present 
hog supply is 3 per cent below 1930. 
The heavy increase in breeding stock 
indicates that we will have a heavy 
crop of pigs this fall to consume the 
corn and wheat. 
Unless export 
of 
pork makes substantial 
gains there 
will probably be cheaper hogs by the 
time the new crop gets to packers. 
Several hog men are going to crowd 
their present hogs to market as rap­ 
idly as possible. 
Heavy feeding of the new 
wheat 
crop to pigs makes it more imperative 
that every precaution possible be tak­ 
en to keep the health of the hog up. 
Cholera and worms are two factors 
to be watched. The earlier vaccina­ 
tion can be given the better and cheap­ 
er it is. as it stops cholera risks and 
costs much less to vaccinate a 50 lb. 
pig then one larger. 
Worms not only hold back develop­ 
ment but use part of the hog feed. 
To rid hogs of worms: Eight ounces 
of American worm seed oil added to a 
gallon of castor oil makes 
a good 
vermifuge. Keep hogs from feed and 
water for 24 hours and then give two 
ounces of this for each 50 pounds of 
weight with a syringe or spoon.
